TRE MAN WHO SHOT, 

The man who did the shooting isa stout 
man of middle age, poorly dressed and for a 
time refused to give any name but **Chica- 
go. ” Subsequently he _" the name of 
Cassias Belden of 386 Salle avenue, 
Chicago. 

As soon as the physician arrived he exam- 
ined Bennett and pronouuced him fatally 
shot.. Streams of blood flowed from the un- 
fortunate man's neck and a gaping wound 
presented itself. Bennett lay on the table 
gasping for breath and the end was mo- 
mentarily expected. 

Roswell was picked up senseless and laid 
on the table. The ball entered his chin on 
the left side and ranged downward. 

After the panic had subsided it was learned 
that a third person had been wounded. This 
was Mrs. W. Lewis of Titusville, Pa., World's 
Fair visitor to CBicago, whowas sitting in 
the gallery. She received a slight flesh 
wound.

TO SAVE THEIR LIVES. 

F. T. Helm, the well-known Wessel agent, 
was right to the west of the wheat pit when 
the first shot was fired. 

„s quick as I heard the shot,“ said Mr. 
Helm, *‘I glanced at the gallery and saw 
that the revolver was pointed directly at 
me. I started: at a dead run to the 
westward, keeping my eye all the time 
on the revolver. It was with great satisfac- 
tion that Inoticed that the fellow was not 
following me with his gun, but was pointing 
it, I shoulda say, twenty feet east of the spot 
where I started from. I stopped still and 
waited for the shot, It came, and once 
more I set my eyes on that gun. Once more 
it was pointed in my direction and I started 
the other way. In about a half second I was 
out of its range and again stopped. You 
may depend upon it that I was ready for 
a quick move if the revolver had 
been pointed in my direction again. 
It reminded me of the old game I used to 
play When I was a boy, which was called 
‘sock em. I never once thought of get- 
ting in behind anything, for it seemed as if I 
could judge him better in an open field. 
There must have been a hundred dodging 
with me, and now that it is all over it seems 
a laughable matter, but it was not then by a 
long shot. 

Hugh McMillin, agent of the New York 
Central, stood directly below the man when 
the first shot was fired. He said that, like 
everyone elise in the vicinity, retreat seemed 
the best part of valor. and he ran at fall 
speed toward the wash room, where he 
watched the other shots. 

BARRETT’S HEROISM. 

Tom Barrett, who became the hero of the 
board by his courageous actin rushing into 
the gallery, has long deen known as an 
athlete and a man Who is afraid of nothing 
that walk. 

Mr. Barrett modestly disclaimed any spe- 
clal bravery. ‘‘I was standing in the corn- 
pit, he said, When I heard che report ofa 
pistol. It was repeated before I could locate 
the shooter. He was standing in the little 
gallery under the clock looking over 
the balustrade. I rushed outside the hall 
and ran up the north stairs to the gallery. 
When 1 gottbere there was nobody in the 
gallery except the man I was after. 
All the others had rushed out of the 
gallery when the first shot was fired. 
I. caught hola of the fellow by the 
back of the coat and grabbed hold of the 
empty revolver he held in his hand. He 
must have been taken by surprise, ashe did 
not make any resistance for about a minute. 
Then I took him dewn the stairs and turned 
him over to Officer Eustis, who is always on 
the floor.

‘THEY FIRE WITH GREAT EFFECT Ar 
THEIR SMALL ANTAGONISTS. 


* 


Serious Loss of Life on Both Sides During 
the Exchange of Shot and Shell— Fierce 
Hand to Hand Conflicts Ending in a 
Govermment Victory- The Rebels 
Captured Give Startiing Information 
~The Brazilian Situation. 


BUENOS AYRES, Argentine, Sept. 27.—The 
battle yesterday between the rebel torpedo 
boats ana the Government men-of-war was 
ons Of the most exciting skirmishes of the 
kind ever witnessed. The rebels hoped to 
catch the Government fleet unawares and by 
making a desperate and combined attack 
upon them succeed in blowing several of 
them out of the water. 

The rebels, it seems, had been for some 
time past laying plans for this onslaught 
upon the Government ships. They secured 
possession of two torpedo boats and several 


} tugs which they rigged up with torpedo 


bombs and protected with boiler plates, 
making them quite effective torpedo boats. 
The fitting out of these dangerous little ves- 
sels was carried on in quiet nooks along the 
coast, near here, where the rebels believed 
themselves to be quite secure from Govern 
ment observation. 

The work of preparing these boats for 
Dattle was undertaken under the super- 
vision of several former officers of the Ar- 
gentine navy, assisted by a number of sailors 
who had . joined issue withthe rebels. Long 
Spars having charges of dynamite at their 
outward extremities were rigged out ahead 
ofthe boats and were to be fired with wires 
communicating with electric batteries on 
the boats. In some cases, however, long 
cords attached to loaded muskets sawed off 
and converted into rude detonators, were 
used in default of enough electric batteries 
to go around. 

The rebels originally intended to make the 
attack at night, but the careful guard kept 
by the war vessels oy the use of search lights 
and patrol boats kept the rebels at a dis- 
tance. It was therefore decided that the tor“ 
pedo boats would be less liable to observa- 
tion in day time, as they could scatter 
around, booms rigged in, and only show their 
dangerous character when the proper mo- 
ment had arrived. This they did, and as 
yesterday a haze hung over the outer roads 
of the harbor they determined to under- 
take thelr. .gran coup. Tite reDels 
would, in ‘spite of their search lights, 
have probable made their attack 
at night, but were spurred to desperation by 
news of the Government’s success at Tucu- 
men, and by the fact that they had received 
information that their plans were discov- 
ered. This turns out to be correct, for the 
commanders of the Argentine wafships had 
been satisfied of the projected attack and 
had taken steps to give the rebels a warmer 
reception. 

A constant watch was kept, unobserved, 
on board the Government ships, and the 
rapid fre and other guns were kept loaded 
and their crews within a moment's call. In 
addition the boats of the warships were kept 
ready for lowering and the steam launches 
ready for immediate use. 

The boats of the rebels, unaware of the 
measures taken to give them a warm recep- 
tion, steamed out of their places of conceal- 
mentatthe appointed time. and assisted by 
the morning haze, circled around a little, aud 
then ata given signal made a dash for the 
man-of-war, expecting to und their crews 
totally unprepared for battle. To the rebels’ 
surprise, however, hardly had they gotten 
within range when the warships opened fre 
upon them in the most lively manner pos- 
sible. Nothing daunted, the rebel boats re- 
turned the fire in the most determined 
manner and continued to press onward 
beneath a hail of rapid firing bullets, which 
fell upon their boats, wounding and killing 
many of their officers and men. 

The rebel fire was also effective as there 
was loss of life among officers and crews of 
the warships attacke Bat the result of the 
battle was not long In doubt; the closer the 
torpedo boats approached t 1e more terrible 
became the fire of the warships and the tor- 

do boats came to a standstill. An order was 

oisted dy the flagship reading, Lower 
boats and attack. 

In almost less time tban it takes to write 
it, the boats of the Argentine war vessels 
were lowered and iu pursuit of the enemy. 
The latter at first made a stand against the 
Government boats, the fire of the warships 
having ceased in order to enable the fieet’s 
small boats toclose withtheenemy. Then 
began some desperate fighting between the 
crews of the rebel torpedo boats and the 
boats crews of the Government vessels. 
Some of the boats on both sides used rapid 
fire ns with telling effect: but the rebels 
eventually turned tall and made for the land 
in the hope of running their vessels ashore 
and escaping with their lives. 

Previous to the fight, however, a Govern- 
ment steam launch had run alongside of the 
most dangerous torpedo boat of the enemy

LUABERMEN COMBINE.

Upper Mississippi Merchants 
Gigantic Combination. 


CiiInTor, Io., Sept. 7. — The formation of 
one of the most gigantic trusts known in the 
commercial history of the country was 
brought to light yesterday dy the filing of the 
articies of incorporation of the Mississippi 
Lumber Co. with a capital stock of $1,500 ,000. 
On the surface this appears to be of smaller 
magnitude than it really is. The knowledge 
that the new concern embraces every lumber 
and log magnate doing business on the Miss- 
issipp! and its tributaries between St. Faul 
and st. Louis, puts another % on the mat- 
ter. The trust will be limited ¥o an existence 
of twenty years and cannot contract debts in 
excess of $1,000,000. 


Local dealers were not in any way per- 
turbed by the formation of the so-called 
trust. They say ‘hae it eannot In any way 
affect prices, inasm * as the buying up the 
white pine output—an almost impossible fact 
—would simply result in the dealers turnin 
to yellow pine. The combination is looke 
upon as somewhat similar to the Mississippi 
Logging Co., which has been in existence for 
several years, which is not a trust, vut a 
pooling of interests for mutual assistance in 
handling the commodity. The existence ofa 
lumber trust which could contro! prices is 
looked upon asan impossibility on account 
of the immense number of small concerns in 
existence which would cut under. 


THROUGH THE HEART. 


Julius Basch Shoots Himself in an 01d 
Abandored Shanty. 

Julius Busch, aged about 35 years, killed 
himself this morning without any apparent 
reason beyond the factthat he was out of 
work, and had been reading a great deal 
lately about suicides in general and the 
Augustus case in particular. The deed was 
done about 8 o’clock this morning in a 


little tamble down shanty which had evi- 
dently once been used for a stable. Busch, 
who was living at Barney Kobbe’s boarding- 
house, came down about the usual hour this 
morning and read the morning papers as he 
has been in the habit of doing for two years 
past. He did not take any breakfast, however, 
and about 7:30 he said was going to work. 
The next that was heard of him was when 
a teamster came to the boarding-house and 
saloon and announced that there was a dead 
man in the shanty up the road. 

When Busch was found he had a new re- 
volver lying next to him anda whole box of 
cartridges in bis pocket. He had shot him- 
self through the heart, and from all appear- 
ances had died almost ‘instantly. 

He was very well known in the neighbor. 
hood and his suicide was somewhat of a 
surprise. He was never knowh®o have 
a pistol and the belief is that he bought the 
one he killed himself with, some time yester- 
day afternoon. He was said tobea — 7.7 
hard working man, who kept aloof from the 
crowd nearly all the time and was rather 
solitary tn his habits. 

The only relation he is Known to have is an 
old mother in Germany.

FLAT-IRONS, BROKEN GLASS AND LONG, 


SHARP KNIVES USED. 


Stones Thrown by the Crowd of Specta- 
tors and Hebrow Sympathisers—Treas- 
urer of the Old Oolony Short in His 
Accounts A Gigantic Issue of Fraud- 
ulent Paper by the Northwestern 
Guaranty Loan Co. of Milwaukee. 


Cu1caGo, III., Sept. 27,—Two crazed China- 
menran amuckin a crowdat Wilson and 
Jefferson streets lastevening and wounded 
five men, one of them mortally. The Ohina- 
men, John sam and King Ling, are iocked 
up at Maxwell Street Station, The wounded 
are: 

Louis AKERMAN, cut in the left arm; badly 
injured. 

JACOB BOBLOVSKY, aged 88 years, a ped- 
dler; stabbed in the side; mortally wounded. 

LOUIS FRIEDENBURG, stabbed twice in the 
back of the neck; seriously wounded. 

Moses PRUSMAN, cuton shoulder with a 
hatchet. 

ISRAEL WEINBURG, cut inthe back witha 
hatchet; seriously wounded. 

Several othersin thecrewd were slightly 
injured by being struck with glass thrown 
by the Chinamen, by being cut and by being 
struck with flat-irons and other missiles 
thrown by them. There were in all six Mon- 
gollans in the attack on the crowd. 

The wholesale assault was precipitated by 
a remark by Israel Weinberg. He went into 
the laundry at No, 500 Jefferson street, con- 
ducted by the Chinamen, and called for his 
linen. It was not ready, and he criticised 
the delay. Immediately King Ling grabbed 
a hatchet and made for him. As Weinberg 
went out the door the Chinaman struck him 
in the batk. He ran yelling into the street, 
and a crowd gathered about. The Chipaman 
turned on the crowd, striking right and left 
with the hatchet. The people scattered, and 
then turning on the Chinaman sent a volley 
ofstonesathim. He retréated into his laun- 
dry, and breaking the giass out of the win- 
dows, threw it at the crowd of men and boys. 

The tumult raised drew a crowd of 500 per- 
sons about the place. As they gathered near 
the door John Sam, another Chinaman in 
the place, ran out and, drawing a long - 
bladed, two-edged knife, ran into the crowd, 
cutting and slashing everybody in reach. He 
made his way to the corner of Wilson and 
Jefferson streets, where the inoffensive Bob- 
lovsky was standing. Without a word of 
warning he plunged his knife into his side 
twice in rapid succession. The wounded man 
sank to the pavement bleeding profasely. 
Turning then he ran back tothe laundry, 
leaving a trail of blood in his path. 

A third Chinaman followed John Sam out 
ofthe laundry with a flat fron in his hand, 
with which he knoéked down several men. 
A number were badly hurt by the iron, but 
none seriously. Several persons were badly 
cut In the face by the broken glass thrown by 
King Ling. There were six Chinamen in the 
place at the time, but witnesses to the affray 
saw butthreeof theminthe attack. The 
Chinamen gave a meager version of the af- 
fair at the police station. they said that the 
wounded men had attempted to rob tem. 
The police do not believe the story, although 
money was found scattered on the floor 


when Officer Boyle arrived at the laundry 
and arrested John Sam and King Ling. 


A TREASURER SHORT. 

Boston, Mass., Sept. 27.—There appears to 
be a discrepancy in the annual report of

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BUSINESS 


In spite of the Senate’s delay, every day 
brings reports from all parts of the coun- 
try of closed industrial establishments 
Starting up again. This progressive re- 
vival indicates that the closing of so many 
sound and solvent business enterprises was 
precautionary in view ofan exclusively 
financial panic and the money squeeze in- 
cident thereto. It indicates also a well- 
grounded faith in the ability of a majority 
of the Senate to overcome soon the minor- 
ity of obstructionists and grant the relief 
so overwhelmingly voted by the House and 
s0 unanimously demanded by the business 
men and masses of all the sections repre- 
sented in the House. 

It our weekly exchangesin the country at 
large still fall 40 per cent or thereabout be- 
low the volume of the corresponding week 
of last year it is plainly because the re- 
vival of activity is not yet complete, and 
has not yet had time to affect the clear- 
ings. Better returns may be expected from 
week to week as the contagious examples 
of restored confidence make the revival 
more complete, and that completeness be- 
gins to show in the clearings. 

With larger surplus reserves and a larger 
increase of loanable funds than the Bank 
statements have shown before for years, 
there is but one visible cause for hesi 
tion, but one thing to hold back the rising 
tide of business expansion, and that is the 
lingering doubt as to the action of the 
Benate on the repeal question. This keeps 
England stillaseller rather than a buyer 
of American stocks, and by depressing 
these diverts loanable funds from com- 
merce and the industries to Wall street uses, 
or keeps them idle while other lines of busi- 
ness are depressed for want of money at 
cheaper rates. 

After such a storm as we have passed 
through and such a long stoppage of pro- 
duction there is alwaysa deficiency in sup- 
plies because consumption has necessarily 
goneon. With money abundant, demand 
for goods becoming more pressing every 
day and confidence fully restored by the 
inevitable repeal of the Sherman act, 
abundant employment will soon enable the 
masses to buy what they need again, and 
trade in all departments must soon recover 
its normal activity.

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SENATORS COCKRELL AND VEST. 


Senators Cockrell and Vest have placed 
themselves in antagonism to the President 
on the question of the repeal of the Sher- 
man law. They have antagonized a ma- 
jority of the Democrats and of the people 
of their State by antagonizing the Presi- 
dent’s efforts for repeal. But Messrs. 
Cockrell and Vest have now an opportunity 
to antagonize the President on another 
case and by so doing refiect and represent 
the sentiments of Missourians of all 
parties. 

The appointment of James J. Van Alen 
as Ambassador to Rome is one of the worst 
ever made dy an American President. Mr. 
Van Alen has none of the qualifications of 
the diplomate.

IN THE WAY OF REFORM. 


The “repeal of the Sherman bullion pur- 


chase law isa condition precedent to any 


reform of the currency.. No salutary legis- 


lation on the money question is possible 
while that mischievous statute rgmains on 


the books to disturb business by destroy- 


ing every basis of, financial calculation and 
confidence. It must be got out of the way 
before any constructive work can be done. 

In the United States there are eight or 
nine different kinds of legal tender money. 
No other country in the world has con- 
fused itself and so wantonly rendered ex- 
change difficult through complications 
of the circulating medium. There are 
eight laws on the subject of legal tender, 
some of which are unknown to the general 
public. Weareina jumble of incongru- 
ous elements out of which fears of disaster 
may be evoked by every trifling financial 
squall and which constantly tends to keep 
down enterprise and discourage investors. 

This is one of the imperative reasons 
why the Senate should act without delay 
upon the Wilson repeal bill. There is a 
majority in that body im favor of uncon- 
ditional repeal, An overwhelming major- 
ity of the people are anxiously waiting for 
the passage of the bill. The business 
community isa unit im favoring it. The 
question has been thoroughly debated. It 
is well understood by every one and noth- 
ing more can be said on the subject. 

The Senators who are obstructing the 
passage of the repeal bill are laying up for 
themselves a store of wrath which is likely 
to overwhelm them on the day of reckon- 
ing. They are keeping thecountry in sus- 
pense, delaying other needed legislation 
and wantonly postponing the currency re- 
form which is so much desired. They will 
have along account to settle with public 
opinion if they do not soon yield to popu- 
lar demand and allow the Senaté to act. 
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A SLIPPERY NOMINEE. 

It isa queer situation in Iowa. Mr. 
Jackson, who is running in opposition to 
Mr. Boies for the Governorship, is fondly 
believed to be the candidate of the veteran 
soldier, and his soul is fired at the thought 
of the injustice that may be done the de- 
fenders of the Union in an attempt to 
purify the pension rolls. 

It seems likely, however, that the con- 
vention that placed Mr. Jackson in nomi- 
nation was not aware of all that has taken 
place in his career. It turns out that 
during the Administration of Presi- 
dent Hayes this Mr. Jackson was practic- 
ing before the Pension Bureau. Mr. Schurz, 
whowas then Secretary of the Interior, 
debarred Mr. Jackson from practice be- 
cause Mr. Jackson had improperly pro- 
posed to an old soldier to get arrears of 
pension for payment and a letter of Jack- 
son’s showed that he intended to use 
part of the money for improper purposes 
in the Pension Department Though re- 
quired to explain, Mr. Jackson never 
made any explanation, and it was six 
months before he was reinstated. He 
would have still been out if political in- 
fluence had not been exerted in his behalf, 

Denunciations of an administration en- 
deavoring to conduct the Government 
justly and economically can have little 
weight when they come from a candi- 
date with such a record as that of Mr. 
Jackson. If the people of Iowa are in 
possession of their senses, Mr. Boies 
should have a walkover.

MR, SCOTT’S STORY.

The 
old man was ming flat upon his back on the 
hard board that forms a sort ofa bene at 
the side of the cell His head was 
in the far corner of the cell, 
and he was running his right hand 


over his forehead and through his silvery 
hair.

— he finally stood up, and in a very 
ramatic way told the following story:

and ‘spent $1, 5 trying to get justice, without 
avail. Now I am old and not abie to spend 
any more and I had myself arrested to-day 
r just to force the case to an issue. 
don’t care to discuss the case because it only 
exposes my own pusillanimity in bearing 
this great yee so 77 I only uad 81. 
200 and he had $250,000, and that’s how he got 
the best of me. But it’s not money that 1 
want. I want to get even with him for 
something else—some graver offense.’’ 

‘*What is it?’’ was asked. 

„For putting words, he replied, softly 
and with deep feeling, into a dead man’s 
mouth that he never uttered—never, sir; 
never. 

He was asked to explain and sald something 
about a will and a forgery, and then spoke 


thus 

„ln August, 1875, John McKnight of 
St. Louis County died, leaving an 
estate worth $25,000. Before his death 
he had made a will appointing 
me administrator. I was a relative of his, 
my wife being his niece. Shortly before hig 
death, however, this man Green and Mrs, 
McKnight hatched upaplot andforced him 
on his death bed to make a will 
he didn’t care to make and which 
appointed his widow, Mrs. McKnight, 
ministrator, insteadofme. This was only a 
scheme of Green’ 8, as immediately after her 
husband’s death she turned the management 
of the property over to Green and 
it has been in his control ever since. 
I am sure that John McKnight never did 
Make such a will and if he did it was against 
his own wishes. Wm. C. Stamps, whodidn’t 
like me, told methe will had been changed 
and he wasn’t a ‘bit porey. e McKnight 
also told. my _ father la William 
McKnight, that her anpotntwment as admin- 
istratrix was not according to his wishes. 
Thus cheated out of the biggest opportunit 
of my life, I have spent almost everything 
had looking for justice. I was several times 
asked to aceept money and let the matter 
drop, but I indignantly refused to be bribed.

None of the great match races decided on 
the American turf, within the last decade 
have been more in doubt than the present 
one.

This fact has resulted in quite a number of 
the ‘‘smart’’ ones reaching the conclusion 
that if it comes toa grueling race Lamp- 
lighter cannot but develop superior staying 
qualities. Mat Byrnes, however, is a shrewd 
trainer, and it can be counted upon 
that Tammany will de in as fine condition as 
it is possible to have a horse, when the bugle 
sounds the call to the post to-morrow. 

As 2-year-olds, both Tammany and Lamp- 
lighter were in partial eclipse, the brilliant 
youngsters of e year, His Highness, St. 
Fiorfan, Victory, Yorkville Belle, Dagonet, 
Merry Monarch and others monopolizing the 
public attention,and,though both performed 
well, neither gave any extravagant prom- 
ise. Tammany won the Great Eclipse and 
Criterion stakes, rau third once and unplaced 
three times, earning $29,720.
